company to put safety appliances in the 
Washington street tunnel, It was a case of 
another broken grip. 

At 6:10 o’clock, when traffic was at its 
height, Milwaukee avenue grip car No. 918 
entered the tunnel from the east, pulling two 
cars. on which people were packed in swarms. 
Half-way up the western ascent the grip 
broke. As the cars started to slip back the 


conductors, who were not at their posts of 


duty, burried to their brakes and ground them 
down into the wheels. ‘They were not suffi- 
cient, however, to hold the heevily loaded 
train and it continued to slip slowly back- 
wards down into the tunnel. Passengers on 
the grip jumped off, and there was great ex- 
citement inside the closed cars. 

Just beginning to ascend the steep grade at 
the time was a Madison street train. The 
gripman saw his danger and tried to stop his 
car. Then, seeing that the Milwaukee train 
could not be stopped, he again went forward 
with the idea of catching the descending train 
before it gained much impetus. — 

One-quarter of the way up the open aseent 
the two struck, though the shock was slight. 

Madison street gripman threw on the 

ll strength of his lever, but the lead ahead 
was too great. Both trains slipped, the Mil- 
waukee giving the other a blow which threw 
its front wheels off thé tracks. The upper 
train, still pushing against the disabled grip, 
forced it backward until it stood horizontally 
across the rails. 


People Are Frightened. 


Before the firat contact all the people had 
left the Madison street grip-and by this time 
the tunnel was filled with excited and fright- 
ened people. The wrecking wagon came 
clanging down into the tunnel and with jack- 
screws the derailed grip was lifted into place, 
the Milwaukee train being meanwhile blocked 
to prevent slipping further. 

The work of repairing the damage occupied 
fifteen minutes, the Madison street grip, after 
its passengers had left , having sufficient 
strength to force the Milwaukee train to the 
top of the incline. 5 

Meamwhile, the loop was crowded with 
trains, all of them packed with people, im- 
patient to get home. It was fully three. 
quarters of an hour before traffic was running 
smoothly. 

That no passenger was injured is more of 
an accident than the breaking of the grip. 
Their escape was due to the fact that there 
was considerable distance between the two 
trains, and to the additional circumstance 
that the Milwaukee avenue grip did not break 
at the steepest part of the incline. 


which he did not remember, had missed 
catching the cable after leaving the tunnel. 
It happened many times a day, he said, 
though he tailed to explain why traffic should 
be entirely blocked for twenty minutes by so 
usual a circumstance. Claim Agent Rodman 
was busy for some time also consulting with 
the officials at the Armitage avenue barns, to 
which the broken grip car was taken. He 
had not heard of any accident in the tunnel, 
however.

Fire Marshal Campion, who was on duty at 
the engine house, No. 49 West Washington 
street, was called out and into the street by 
the uproar in the tunnel. 

Ita the people come walking up out of 
the tunnel, Then the Madison street train 
pushed the Milwaukee avenue train, both 
empty, up out of the tunnel. Sevetal passen- 
gers told me the grip on the Milwaukee ave. 
nus train broke, and it was evident from its 
disabled condition that such was the fact.“ 

Will Brown, one of the drivers for the 
Waifs’ Mission Express company, went down 
into the tunnel at the first sign of the accident. 

“IT saw the Madison street grip lying across 
the track.“ he said. The crew of the wreck- 
ing wagon came down and lifted it back with 
jackscrews. Then the Madison street grip 
pushed the train ahead up out of the tunnel.“ 

The number of the Milwaukee grip that 
was broken in the tunnel,“ said a man on 
duty atthe Armitage avenue shops of the 
company, was 918.“ Then he was warned 
by another workman and denied all knowl- 
edge of the accident, 


ORDINANCES TO STOP THE SLAUGHTER. 


Aldermen Seek to Prevent the Accidents 
in the Tunnels. 

There were three ordinances introduced in 
the Council last night looking toward the pre- 
vention of street car and more especially 
„tunnel ” accidents. One was introduced by 
Ald, Madden and provided that hereafter no 
street car shall be permitted to enter the 
mouth of any tunnel within the limits of the 
City of Chicago until after the car which has 
preceded it has passed the bottom of the 
down-grade, and that no car on the up-grade 
shall commence the ascent until the car 
which has preceded it has cleared the mouth 
of the tunnel. A penalty for vioiation of not 
less than $5 nor more than $100 for each 
offense is provided in the ordinance, 

Ald. Gallagher introduced an ordinance 
providing that the street railway companies 
operating within the City of Chicago whose 
line or lines enter and traverse any tunnel or 
tunnels shall cause the conductor on any car 
carrying passengers in the tunnel to assume 
control of the brake while going through the 
tunnel, ' 

Ald, Campbell introduced an order provid. 
ing for a committee of seven to be appointed 
whose duty it shall be to investigate the new 
system of cogs and brakes used in the 
Van Buren street tunnel, and to report the 
findings to the Council. 


Ald. Madden's Ordinance. 
These three ordinances were referred to the

nel, and report its findings to the Council. 
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WHAT MR. YERKES SAYS OF TUNNELS. 


Thinks the Plans Suggested in the Ordi- 
nances Are Nat Practicable, 

Mr. Yerkes, when asked last night what he 
thought of the tunnel ordinances, said it 
would be impossible to operate the roads 
through the tunnels if the companies were re- 
stricted. to having only one train at a 
time going each way in the tunnel, 
and if that part of an ordinance 
was enforced it would be necessary for the 
company to use the bridges and draw the 
trains over the river from the North and West 
Sides by horse power and to give up the use 
of the tunnels altogether. 

„Mr. Madden’s intentions are all right,“ said 
Mr. Yerkes, but the object expected cannot 
be attained by an ordinance of that kind. The 
accident in the Washington street tunnel is to 
be deplored deeply. It was dreadful.” 

„Would not a block or signal system have 
prevented it?” , 

“Tam positive it would not. If a block 
system had been in operation and that train 
had started down the grade, the gripman los- 
ing control at the top, the chances are before 
it reached the bottom, at the velocity sure to 
be attained, i the 


the fact that over 3,000,000 trains have 
passed through the Washington street tunnel 
each way since its opening, and this was the 
first runaway train we have had. 

The cogs in the Van Buren street tunnel 
have been placed there as another preven- 
tive, and while that system might work 999 
times out of 1,000, yet it is not sure at all 
times and forever. It will be utterly impos- 
sible to operate the trains through the tunnels 
if we are to be allowed to run only 
one train each way at a time within the 
closure. We will ‘be obliged to use 
the bridges and horses to draw the trains be- 
tween the cables on eacth side of the river. I 
hardly think Ald. Madden fully understands 
the case, He lives on the South Side and is 
not well posted. However, we will confer 
willingly with the city officials and if Any 
feasible plan can be suggested ty which the 
roadsican be operated more safely than at 
present we will adopt it.“

The Metropolitan road will use the loop of 
the Union company and will pay therefor a 
rental to be fixed definitely when the entire 
frontage is secured and the ordinance passed. 
If our road were to be equipped with steam 
engines there would be ten miles of it in 
operation ina month. Electrical equipment 
takes longer to prepare and it will be a little 
longer than the time mentioned before we 
will carry passengers. 

Charles T. Lerkes said last night: The 
parties interested in the several elevated 
companies have come together and have ar- 
ranged with the Union Terminal company 
for the use of the track which it will build 
after the signatures to the petition have been 
secured and the City Council has passed the 
ordinance. The companies usmg the track 
will pay the Union company rental. Many 
signatures have’ been obtained and many 
others have been promised. I have no doubt, 
now that the companies have joined hands, 
that the signatures will be forthcoming at 
once. The unanimity of action on the part of 
the companies will have its effect. It isa 
significant fact that we have been waited 
upon by property-owners who have told us 
they are so convinced of the great benefit to 


property that will result from the loop that if 


we were not willing to construct it they would 
be willing to pay us to do it. Others were so 
convinced that it would be a detriment that 
they were almost willing to pay us to not 
build, but we have not met any one who of- 
fered to put his hand in his pocket to pay us 
to keep off the street. 

% Was any one anxious to pay you to come 
on their street? 

% Yes, two people—one who owns property 
on Wabash avenue and another who owns on 
the same avenue and on Van Buren street. 
Signatures and ordinance secured, work will 
be begun at once and pushed rapidly to com- 
pletion.

Lua, Peru, Dec. 17.—The treaty between 
Colombia, Ecuador, and Peru has been signed 
by the Plenipotentiaries of the countries 
named. According to its conditions Colombia 
subscribes to tne arbitration agreement signed 
between Peru and Ecuador Aug. 1, 1887, but 
the three nations stipulate that Spain shall be 
the arbitrator to decide the matter. The ques- 
tion to be decided is the ownership of a dis- 
puted portion of the Amazonic region between 
the Huallaga and Ucayali Rivers and their 
tributaries on the south, between the Putu- 
mazso and Couqueta to the north. 


UNCLE SAM GIVES SPAIN A HINT. 


Must Stop Exacting Discriminating Duties 
on American Goods. 

Momo, Dec. 17.—Mr. Taylor, the United 
States Minister, today had an important con- 
ference with Sefior Griozard, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, relative to the imposition of 
excessive duties upon imports into Cuba from 
the United States. He informed the Sefior 
that he had been directed by his government 
to inform the Government of Spain that if it 
persisted in exacting these discriminating 
duties the action could be regarded’ by the 
President only as inviting the exercise by him 
of the power of retaliation conferred by the 
act of 1890. This threat has caused a com- 
motion in ministeria! circles. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 17.—The action 


of the State Department iadicated in the 


cablegram from Madrid in warning the Span- 
ish Government of its intention to resort to 
retaliation should Spain continue its present 
policy with respect to American exports to 
Cuba will doubtless have the effect to bring 
at once to a focus tue long-drawn-out nego. 
tiations which have been in progress with re- 
sults very unsatisfactory to that government. 
Nene of our foreign relations has of late given 
us so much trouble as those with Spain. 


For several years this government has been 


urging the claims of American exports for 
the remission of heavy fines and excessive 
taxes amounting to $5,000,000. 

Imposed in Violation. 

These taxes and fines were imposed by the 
Cuban customs officers in direct violation of 
all treaties and absolutely without any other 
warrant than existing necessity for funds. 
The Spanish Government practically admit- 
ted the justice of our claims, but failed to 
make any restitution. Then there was the 
old Mora claim against Spain—a veteran of 
many years—already admitted by the Spanish 
Government, but impossible of collection. 
Efforts have been made to get the first clues 
of claims before an arbitration, but these 
efforts have so far failed because of the in- 
sistence of the Spanish Government that the 
Mora claim, already decided in our favor, 
should be included in matters submitted to 
the tribunal. And while these matters were 
languishing under the delays peculiar to 
Spunish diplomacy there followed the last 
action by the Spanish Government which 
promises to precipitate a tariff war—unless 
Spain comes to terms. This was the imposi- 
tion of the maximum tariff on American ex- 
ports to Cuba, probably in retaliation for the 
cancellation of the reciprocity agreement 
entered into under the terms of the McKinley 
act. The Spanish Government.has two tariif 
sched ules—oae the minimum tariff permitted 
to countries with which Spain is upon amica- 
ble trade relations, And the other the maxi- 
mum tariff imposed upon countfies which do 
not yield to Spanish demands in the matter 
of dues. The maximum tariff being imposed 
upon American exports had the effect to gl- 
most altogether cut them off—and so exactly 
fulfilled its purpose. We had suppiied for 
years the Spanish West Indies with flour, but 
the duty upon this product was prohibitory. 

Canadians Get the Cream. 

To make the situation more unbearable the 
Canadians were favored with the minimum 
tariff and in an incredibly short space of time 
assumed the entire flour trade with Cuba 
which had so long been enjoyod by our own 
millers. Having reasoned in vain with the 
Spanish Minister at Washington and through 
Minister Taylor with the Spanish Foreign 
Office, Secretary Gresham, in casting about 
fora remedy, hit upon the act of Aug. 30, 
1890. This act, while intended primarily to 
provide for the inspection of meats for ex- 
portation and prevent the importation of 
harmful articles of food, also included in ita 
fifth section a grant of power to the Presi- 
dent probably unequaled in extent by any 
legislation in the history of Congress. Plain- 
ly stated, it authorized an actual embargo to 
be declared at the discretion of the President. 

The Secretary of State has refrained from 
the assertion of the power conferred by this 
law as long as there was reasonable expecta- 
tion that the Svanish Government would yield 
to ordinary methods of diplomacy. He was 
induced to do so from consideration of the 
great difficulties that government was having 
in meeting the demands of the Cuban sugar 
planters and merchants, who are represented 
by our consular agents in Cuba to be in most 
deplorable financial straits. And also because 
of the difficulties that it has experienced in 
reorganizing the Cabinet as the result of the 
latest upheaval. But our commerce is being 
menaced in a new quarter—namely: ia Ger- 
many—where the government has begun the 
imposition of a system of most galling restric- 
tions upon American imports that can scarce- 
ly be longer tolerated, and it is felt to be nec- 
essary to begin the assertion of the reserve 
power of retaliation lodged in the President.

GREAT BRITAIN GIVEN A HARD CHECK. 


Biuefields Affairs Are settled by the 
Mosquito Indians Themselves. 

Wasatnoerosr, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special. |— 
Whaterer may have been the plans of Great 
Britain in regard to the restoration of ex-Chief 
Ciarence to power at Biuefields, they have 
probably been effectually checkmated by the 
uction of the Mosquito Indians « thetnselves. 
The State Department received an important 
cable today from Minister Baker ut Managua. 
This dispatch says the Mosquito Indians have 
formally relinquished all rights and privi. 
leges given them under the Mauagus treaty of 
1860 and have incorporated, so to speak, 
under the Nicaraguan Government, agreeing 
to support the new laws and regulations for 
the Mosquito Reservation and deciaring alle- 
giance to the Nicaraguan Government, 

In the opinion of Secretary Gresham and 
other State Department officials this defi. 
nitely settles the Biuefielda troubles, It is 
equivalent to annuling the Managua treaty, 
which gave Great Britain a protectorate over 
the Mosquito Indians until such time as they 
might, of their owa accord, decide to incor- 
porate with the Nicaraguan Government. A 
State Department official remarked tonight: 
“Great Britain has no longer a single claim 
to a vuice in the management of affairs on 
the Mosquito coast. 

Secretary Gresham is feeling jubilant over 
the information he received from Minister 
Baker, but it remains to be seen when all the 
correspondence on the subject is made public 
whether he is entitled to any credit for what 
now appears to be the action of the Nicara- 
guan authorities alone in circumventing the 
British Government. It also remains to be 
seen how Great Britain will accept the action 
of the Mosquito Indians in causing a practical 
abrogation of the Managua treaty. The ad- 
ministration authorities have been positive in 
the stand they have taken against any inter- 
ference with the new government at Blue- 
fields, and it is to be supposed the State De. 
partment will continue to adhere to this pol · 


icy.

confirms all the statements made in the cable 
dispatch this morning. Having received as- 
surances from the State Department that 
Great Britain had officially stated no such 
purpose was in view as deciared in Capt Sum- 
ner’s dispatch, the naval authorities were 
forced to conclude that Capt. Sumner had 
misinterpreted what he thought to be signifi- 
cant movements on the part of the British 
representatives at Kingston.

SOCIALISTIC BOW IN THE REICHSTAG, 


Anti-Revolutionary Bill Reading Stirs Up 
a Big Rumpus. | 

Bzrui, Dec. 17.—Dr. Nieberling, the Im- 
perial Secrgtary of Justice, introduced the 
anti-revolutionary bill in the Reichstag to- 
day. In so doing he said it was not intended 
to upset public opinion, nor was it a disguised 
anti-Socialist law, but it was directed against 
excesses of a criminal nature and against the 
work. of revolutionists, who were seeking to 
undermine the State. The Secretary of Jus- 
tice then proceeded, among Socialistic inter. 
ruptions, to refer to several inflammatory 
pamphiets which have recently appeared. 
The interruptions of the Socialists were so 
frequent and of such an exciting nature that 
the President of the Reichstag, Herr von 
Levetzow, was compelled several times to 
cali them to order. Dr. Nieberling then pro- 
duced a revolutionary broad-sheet, which he 
asserted was intended for circulation in the 
barracks of the soldiers. He added: 

The aim of our opponents can only be obtained 
by overthrowing all order, and I trast the major- 
ity of the House will support the government 


against this enemy which denies everything 


sacred to the people. [Applause.] 

Herr Singer moved the adjournment of the 
Reichstag, expressing doubt as to whether a 
sufficient number of Deputies were present 
to enable a vote to be taken. After roll-call 
it was found that Herr Singer’s point was 
well taken and that there was not a sufficient 
number present. Consequently Herr Levet- 
zow adjourned the debate on the anti-revolu- 
tionary bill until Jan. 8. 


JAPS CRUCIFIED AT PORT ARTHUR. 


Sight of the Mutilated Bodies Incensed 
the Invading Army te Madness, 

Wasnineror, D. C., Dec. 17.—The Jap- 
anese Legation today received another teie- 
gram from Mr. Matsu, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, regarding the reported” atrocities by 
the Chinese soldiers at the fall of Port 
Arthur. This dispatch says the government 
ie not yet in possession of the full facta in 
the case, but has asceftained the following 
circumstances: 

Many ofthe Chinese soldiers, both at Port 
Arthur and those who caine in from outlying 
tortifications taken by the Japanese soldiers, dis- 
carded their uniforms and it is now known to be 
certainly the case that almost all of those 
Chinese in plain clothes who were killed were 
soldiers in disguise. The Chinese inhabitants 
(presumably the majority) of Port Arthur left 
before the engagement, though a few remained, 
having been armed and ordered to resist the 
Japanese and fire upon them. This they did, 
and in the coufusion of the fight it was impossi- 
ble distinguish them ftom the Chinese 
soldiers. The Japanese army entering Port 
Arthur was greatly excited by the sight of fear- 
fully mutilated bodies of their comrades; some 
of whom bad been burned alive and some cruci- 
tied. Notwithstanding this the discipline of the 
army was maintained, A number of Chinese 
prisoners were taken and were kindly treated. 
The wounded who could be moved are on their 
way to Tokio and will arrive in a few days. 

Loxpox, Dec, 18.—A dispatch fron Tien 
Tsin says that Gen. Sung has an army of 20, 
000 men at Newchwang, including 6,000 
who escaped from Port Arthur. Gen. Sung 
originally tried to save Port Arthur, but find. 
ing his attempt useless, went north and is now 
awaiting a Japanese attack upon Newchwang. 
It is likely this attack will be delayed until 
the second Japanese army from the south 
joins the first army from the west. 


SIR JOHN THOMPSON'S CASKET SEALED, 


Ready to Be Taken on Board the Blen- 
heim for the Cansdian Grave, 

Loxpox, Dec. 17.—Contrary to tho state- 
ments published the remains of Sir John 
Thompson were not sealéd in the casket yes- 
terday and Miss Thompson took her last 
look at her father at 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
at which time the coffin was sealed in the 
presence of Sir Charles Tupper, the Canadian 
High Commissioner, and Senator Sanford. 
Miss Thompson, Mrs. Sanford, and Misses 
Sanford will sail for New York from Liver- 
pool Wednesday on the Majestic. A large 
cage five feet square, hermetically sealed, ar- 
rived at the Palace Hotel today from Wind- 
sor containing a wreath from the Queen. 
Lord Edward William Pelham-Clinton, the 
groom in waiting, this morning telegraphed 
to Senator Sanford saying the Queen was 
sending a special wreath for the state funeral 
of Sir John Thompson and expressing the 
wish that the Senator take charge of it. The 
date of the departure of the remains of the 
Canadian Premier from England for Canada 
depends upon the amount of coaling which 
the cruiser Blenheim, detailed to take the re- 
mains across the Atlantic, will require. The 
remains will be met at Portsmouth by the 
Roman Catholic Bishop and by the local 
clergy and will prubably be conveyed on 
board the warship by the admiralty yacht 
Enchantress.

Political Crisis in Italy Is Approaching « 
Serious Point. 

Rom, Dec: 17.— The political crisis con- 
tinues to absorb publie attention. Ex-Premier 
Giolitti has gone into the country, where he 
is followed and watched by detectives.

Membors of the Board of Education Answer 
Mra. ©. D. Bradley. 

The report of Mrs, C. D. Bradley of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward Council of the Civic 
Federation on the condition of the Sheldon, 
Hoyne, Ogden, and Kinzie public school 
buildings, published in Taz Sunpay Tumor, 
attracted close attention of members and 
employés of the Board of Education. Supt. 
Lane said: “This report takes no account 
of the fart that some of these schools are the 
oldest in the city and were erected soon aft 
the great fire, y are unavoidably behin 
the times in some respects, cularly in the 
matter of 2 When these schools 
were ere they were cight-room or 
twelve-room buildings, and the ground 
secured was ample for playgrounds. 
But since that time the population increased, 
the schoolhouses were enlarged, and the 
ground all oecupied with the buildings. To 
make things worse tall business blocks ‘have 
in some cases been built around them so as to 
almost completely shut out the light. These 
things are unpleasant, but they do not admit 
of improvement. As to the other complaints 
made by Mrs. Bradley I think yuu will find 
they are exaggerated. There isa good deal 
of old-fashioned appurtenances in those build- 
ings, itis true. But the board does pot put in 
new fittings fer the simple reason 
are always hoping to secure larger sites 
erect new buildings, and they are reluctant to 
waste money trying to make the old buildings 
as good as new ones.

It gives 
the Secretary of the Interior authority to 
make regulations for protectson against 
fire and depredation. It also gives 
him authority to prescribe regu- 
lations under which dead or matured trees 
may be removed, as may be ne to pre- 
serve the remaining timber. Under this 
authority he is empowered to sell such timber 
in limited quuntities to each purchaser. He 
is also authorized to make a detail of troops 
for the protection of reservations. The bill 
further provides for the restoration of agri- 
culture and mineral land forest reservations 
to the public domain.

TURPIE AND PEFFER FIGHT THE CANAL. 


They Deliver Earnest Speeches Against 
the Nicaraguan Project. 

Waenmorox, D. C., Dec. 17.—The Senate 
was called to order today by Vice-President 
Stevenson. A communication from Secretary 
Gresham, relative to the continuation of the 
Bureau of American Republics, was referred 
to the Committee on Appropriations, 

Mr. Blanchard (Dem., La.) presented peti- 
tions praying for the passage by the Senate of 
a land grant forfeiture bill. Mr. Barry, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Lands, 
said that work is being done in committee on 
the bill. 

Mr. Hill (Dem., N. T.) presented a resolu. 
tion calling upon Secretary Carlisle for a copy

The Senate resumed consideration of the 
Nicaraguan Canal bill and Mr. Peffer (Pop., 
Kas.) addressed the Senate.

The Constitution did not authorize the lending 
of money for the pur of forwarding a pri- 
vate enterprise, w was what was proposed 
to be done by the present bill. It would be 
better for the govern‘nent to build the canal. 
Mr. Squire of Washington followed with a 
hearty indoreement of the cainal project. 

Mr. Turvie (Dem., Ind.) offered an amend. 
ment to the bill, which was ordered printed. 
The amendment provides that before any 

rovisions of the act are enforced the Presi- 

ent is to appoint three competent engineers, 
two of them from the engineer corps and one 
from civil life, not interested in the company, 
to make a survey and estimate of the expense 
of the constructicn of the canal on the route 
proposed. 

Turpie Against the Canal. 

Mr. Turpie proceeded to address the Senate 
on the pending bill, saying he was heartily in 
favor of the construction of this canal or any 
other navigable highway through the isthmus. 
He did not regard the pending bill, however, 
as furnishing any means of the accomplish- 
ment of this enterprise as tending to promote 


- | the prosecution or completion of the canal. 


He regarded it, whether designed or 
undesigned, as one of these measures 
which will assuredly lead to another failure. 
He entertained grave doubts respecting its 
constitutionality and knew of no authority in 
Congress to indorse or guarantee the pay- 
ment to any corporation, public or private. 
He argued that there wag but one precedent 
for the step proposed in the pending bill, and 
that was in the case of the Pacific railroads. 
Regarding security for. the debt incurred 
thereby Mr. Turpie said there was nothing 
but a right of way 100 feet wide, 
some ties, and some tracks on the 
tles — a very slim security. But it 
was a full and ample one if it 
be compared for one moment with the guar- 
antee of the pending bill. After detailing the 
original understanding the government 
should not be asked to guarantee the mari- 
time company’s indebtedness Mr. Turpie 
asked, with some display of feeling, with what 
fairness can this company now come to Con- 

ress and ask a subvention to the extent of 

70,000,000. 

Without rising from his seat Senator Mor. 
gan interjected the remark) that the company 
Had not come here making such a request, 
to which Mr. Turpie replied: ** Then they have 
a peculiar way of staying away.’’ Mr. Turpie 
ridiculed the talk of selling the company’s 
bonds in Euglamd and declared its entire 
assets could not be sold in London for $50. 
He said tne failure of the Panama Canal- 
scheme had sealed the doom of all isthmian 
canal building. The tropical climate was, 
he said, fatal to all such enterprises. There 
were no difficulties in the way of construction 
offered by the Clayton-Buiwer treaty. Re- 
ferring to the numerous surveys for a route 
made from time to time Mr. Turpie laid par- 
ticular stresg on that of 1851 by Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and his associates, any one of 
whom, he asserted, could have completed the 
canal, Yet the enterprise had to be aban- 
doned,

Bill by the Connecticut Senator That Will 
Interest Army Men. 

Wasurveton, L. C., Dec. 1'7.—Senator Haw- 
ley today introduced a bill for the regorgani- 
zation and increase of the army. It provides 
a battalion of engineers as now organized, 
ten regiments of cavalry, five regiments of 
artillery, and twenty-five regiments of infan- 
try.

IOWA RATE MEETING TO BE HELD. 


Uaion, Non-Union, and Iowa Represente- 

tives Will Discuss Commis«ions. 
There is to be a meeting today of the repre- 
sentatives of pnion, non-union, and Iowa State 
com panies interested in the Iowa rate troubles. 
The meeting was called to settle the vexed 
question of commissions in Iowa, which has 
led to a rate war being declared and then or- 
dered suspended. The first cut in rates was 
ordered in September, but a committee rep- 
resenting the Iowa companies offered to se- 
cure signatures from 75 per cent of 
the Iowa State companies and of the non- 
union non-resident companies to an agree- 
ment limiting commissions to 15 per cent. 
The cut in rates was suspended at that time 
until Nov. 1, and again until Dec. 1. At the 
expiration of the last suspension the signatures 
of the required number of companies had pot 
been secured and rates on dwellings in Des 
Moines and other tire department towns were 
cut to 20 cents fur one year or three years for 
50 cents. Afterwards the ge ow gah of many 
of the companies which bad failed to signa 
were secured, and because otthie @ was a 
farther suspension of the cut in rates. To- 
day’s meeting, it is hoped, will settle the mat- 
ter.

CHICAGO INSURANCE MAN ARRESTED. 


Frank Van Voorhis Is Charged at Omaha 
with Violating Nebraska Law. rs 

Omana, Neb. Dec, 17.—[Special.|—A pret- 
ty legal contest was inaugurated in Omaha 
today when Frank Van Voorhis of Chicago, 
an adjuster for the New York Mutual, Illinois 
Mutual, and Phenix of London, was arrested 
on a warrant charging him with violating the 
insurance laws. The statute makes it illegal 
for foreign insurance companies to do bust 
ness here without first having complied with 
the statutory provisions, taken out a certificate 
which nas to be issued by the Auditor, and 
published a statement of business every six 
month. 

State Auditor Moore happened to engage 
Van Voorhis in conversation and ascertained 
the latter was here to adjust the loss 
sustained by a coffee company in «a 
recent fire, and that he represented three com- 
panies which had not complied with the law. 
Asa consequence Van /Joorhis was a 
and gave nd. The penalty ig a fine of 
$1,000 or n for six months, or 
both, at the discretion of the Judge. is 
the first case of the kind that eder has oc. 
curred in this State, and probably will be 
made a test of the law. The State Auditor 
estimated that outside companies are domg a 
business amounting to $10,000,000 a year in 
this State. Van Voorhis’ trial will take place 
soon, as each side is ready to proceed.

Judge Truax holds that the residuary estate 
was impressed with the trust, that it would be 
distributed among the institutions named in 
the willof Mr. Fayer weather, and that the 
deed of gift is invalid because it gives the re- 
siduary estate to a number of institutions not 
mentioned in the will. colleges who were 
not named in the deed of gift, aithough they 
were in the will, were the ones who sued to 
set the deed of gift aside. It was announced 
after the decision that the heirs of the widow 
and the institutions affected would appeal. 

At the request of counsel the Judge decided 
that he wouid not file findings, in order that 
on the appeal the court might pass upon the 
whole case. The decision does not affect the 
will, but places it in jeopardy, because it sets 
aside the agreement under which the contest 
to break the will was settied. In place of the 
plaintiff, institutions not named in the will 
were remembered in the deed of gift. 

4 B. Fayerweather was a member of 
the firm of Ladew & Fayerweather. and died 
of consumption Nov. 5. 1890. He left an 
estate of about $6,000,000. In his will he 
remembered almost every institution of learn- 
ing in the country. His widow, Lucy Fayer- 
weather, and other heirs, brought contest be- 
fore the Surrogate to set aside the will. This 
contest was settled by the executors signing 
the deed of gift under which they gave vari- 
ous sums to the above institutions. The widow 
W died and her heirs, Mary A. 
Ashter and Emma 8. Fayerweather, nieces, 
joined with the institutions which are plaint- 
iffs to set aside the deed of gift. This action 
was tried before Judge Truax in the special 
term of the Supreme Court several months 
ago and has been awaiting a decision ever 
since, 

It was held that the executors and trustees 
were not residuary legatees of the will but 
residuary trustees, and they were bound to 
carry out the wishes of the testator and to 
give the residue of the estate only to the in- 
stitutions named in the will. It was also 
charged that Executors Rich and Vaughan 
conspired to secure the residuary estate for 
themselves, In passing upon this issue the 
Judge holds that there is no evidence of fraud 
on the part of the executors and that they 
acted in good faith, 

[A meeting of the Executive committee of the 
North western University was held last evening 
in Evanston.

SYNONY MOUS, . 


The Freeport Republican says:

After 1816 the Southern eddies abandoned 
the doetrine of protection and became more 
and more enamored of the Calhoun doctrine 
ot tres trade. The passage of the tariff law 
of 1882 was followed by the nullifloution or-

constitutionality of Federal laws and to nulli- 
fy them when it saw fit. 

' The compromise tariff of 1833 was a weak 
and bad concession to the nullifiers in that it 
provided for a steady annual diminution of 
duties for a number of years. One result of 
thus doing business on a steadily failing mar- 
ket was the terrible panic of 1897, which 
inflicted’ ruin on tens of thousands of men.

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SPANISH INSOLENCE REBUKED. 

By vittue of the power vested in him by 
Congress, authorizing him in case of any un- 
just diseriminations by a foreign power 
against any ot our products to exclude such 
products of that nation from importation 
into this country, the President has sent a 
sharp and peremptory warning to Spain pro- 
testing against ber shutting out our flour 
from her West Indian possessions. The Pres- 
ident follows up the protest with the rotifica- 
tion that if she persists in this discrimination 
the importation of sugar to this country from 
Cuba and Puerto Rico will be forbidden. 

The exports of flour to Cuba and Puerto 
Rico in 1894 amounted to 863,061 barrels, 
valued at $3,208,248. The imports of sugar 
into the United States from these two islands 
in 1894 were 1,943,229,227 pounds, valued 
at $63,865,153. In the face of the fact that 
her suger trade with this country is $60,000,- 
000 greater than eur flour trade with her she 
has applied a prohibitory tariff against Amer- 
jean flour, which has had the effect to take 
the trade out of the hands of American deal- 
ers and give it to the Canadians.

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DEATH OF ROBERT “Lours STEVENSON 


By the aeath of Robert Louis Stevenson at 
Samoa there passes out of the world of litera- 
ture one of its most conspicuous and most 
widely admired representatives, The sad 
announcement cannot be called unexpected, 
for Mr. Stevenson had been an invalid for 
many years, That his life was prolonged un- 
til this time has been due to the salubrity of 
the climate of Samoa, which he made his 
home, the absolute rest and freedom from 
anxiety which he secured in that ocean para- 
dise, and his indomitable will, which enabled 
him to continue his literary work under cir- 
vamstances which would have discouraged 
almost any other writer. But even in that 
ideal life and amid such favoring and con- 
genial environments death has found him, and 
now he peacefully rests upon the summit of 
oue of the mountains of the island he loved so 
well. His life was one of physical suffermg 
from earliest childhood, and yet few writers 
of stories can show a longer or more charm- 
ing list of works. The only compensation 
which came to him was that hie later years 
were spent amid surroundings that were de- 
lightfuily congenial to him and amid a sim-

Of all the noveliats of the day Mr. Steven- 
son might ha ve claimed the largest circle of 
readers. And they were of twa classes, those 
‘who love a story for a story’s sake and those 
who admired his work for its fascinating lit- 
erary style. Calling over the long list, who 
has not read “Treasure Island,” Kidnap- 
ed,“ “The Dyuamiter.“ “ Thrawn Janet.“ 
„% The Merry Men,” Virginibus Puerisque,” 
„David Balfour,“ the unique and absorbing 
experiences of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,“ 
or that delightful volume of verses for youth, 
“A Child’s Garden? Who ever began one of 
his many works and left it unfinished? And 
who that has read one or more of them has 
not felt strangely drawn to the writer? The 
statement of an English newspaper that his 
death will be felt like a personal. sorrow by 
tens of thousands in England aud America is 
literally correct. He appealed personally to 
his readers, and perhaps the appeal was em- 
phasized by his distance from civilization and 
by a feeling of sympathy for his exile, grati- 
fying as his surroundings were to him. 

The first and most important factor of Mr. 
Stevenson's wonderful popularity, and the 
strongest element that secured him such a 
host of readers, not only in England and 
America, but on the continent, was the fact 
that he had a story to tell and always a story 
replete with romance, adventure, mystery, 
and poetry. His Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,“ 
as a psychological study, a conceit of the vis- 


‘| ion, to many a nightmare of the fancy, stands 


apart from all his other works in its char- 
acter, but not in its fascination, for hke 
everything else that he wrote it is absorhgng. 
The world has not yet outgrown its love of a 
story, and all the Merediths, the Howells, and 
the Jameses in the world cannot affect that 
| passion, however subjectively’ or obscurely 
they may strive. Analysis and aphorism, per- 
vaded as of necessity they must be with per- 
sonal experience and more or less with per- 
sonal vanity, are too eold blooded to over- 
come the gratification of the imagination and 
the love of the mysterious. To these thou- 
sands Mr. Stevenson appealed with something 
like the charm of De Foe and Dumas. The 
statement that Mr. Gladstone sat up all night 


| reading Treasure Island and not retiring 


until he had finished it at dawn, will 
be confirmed by many another’s experiences. 
The stories themselves have an irresistible 
charm even in their slightest details, and this 
charm is enhanced by the delicacy of bis 
humor end pathos and his graphic powers of 
description. His versatility was no less re- 
markable. Ono book never repeats the 
other. Each stands dy itself as a 
new and fresh creation. His industry, espe- 
cially considering his conditions of health, 
was prodigious. He wrote with great rapid- 
ity and yet his books show no signs of haste. 
Each new work that came from his busy pen 
was original and apparently spontaneous. 
Quantity in his case was not a fault, for it 
did not impair quality. He had the genuine 
literary touch of the scholar, and it was ap- 
parent at the very beginning of his career, 
showing that he was born into literature and 
that the gift of style as illustrated by grace- 
ful, elegant, lucid English was an inspiration. 
In this latter regard he had no peer among 
contemporary novelists. The loss of such a 
man is indeed an irreparable one. His death 
will be mourned not alone by tens of thon- 
sands of readers but by the simple islanders 
among whom he lived and for whose freedom 
and comfort he had written so eloquently. 
He was the apostle of purity, goodness, and 
beauty and all these qualities were illuminated 
with the light of genius. 


TIPPLERS NOT WANTED ON RAILROADS. 

In issuing the more stringent orders rela- 
tive to the use of liquor by employés, the of- 
ficers of the Alton road have shown their 
earnest desire to protect to the utmost the 
passengers and property carried over that 
line. If there is any employment which re- 
quires a man to be all the time in his normal 
state, with his brain unaffected by stimu- 
lanta, it is the railroad service, 

The risks attending railroad travel are not 
insignificant under the best of circumstances? 
They are intensified when men occupying re- 
sponsible positions, such as engineers, fire- 
men, switchmen, conductors, crossing watch- 
men, train, dispatchers, telegraph operators, 
ete., excite or fuddie th -selves with liquor. 
In one case they get reckless, and disregard 
precauhons, In the other they become stupid 
and forget them. If ever a man should be 
clear-headed it is when he is in charge of an 
engine dashing along at a high rate of speed, 
through the darkness, and with the lives of 
hundreds of men and women or property 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars de- 
pendent on his watchfulness and thoughtful- 
ness. He should not use liquor when he is at 
work. He should not go to his task reeking 
with liquor, nor should he touch intoxicants 
at all. They never will do him any good. 

It is for the interest of the employés them. 
selves ‘hat they should let liquor alone. The 
percentage of deaths and mutilations among 
employés due to the use of intoxicants is 
frightfully large. Crazed or stupefied by 
whisky or beer they take unnecessary risks 
and lose life or limb. If the regulations of 
the Alton and other Chicago roads were en- 
| forced etrictly, as they should be, the number 
of casualties among brakemen, switchmen, 
ete., would dwindle to very small propor- 
tions. , 

There is no place ona railroad for topers. 
They ought to go elsewhere and get some 
work which involves no responsibility and 
where their misconduct can endanger neither 
life nor property. Let them dig ditches and 
clean streets. But with their tremulous hands 
and shatvered nerves they cannot be trusted 
by any railroad officer whe wants his road to 
have a record of freedom from accidents. 

The Alton should stick to its policy strictly. 


All other railroads should follow its example.

It now is 
under the amount that for many yeare was 
regarded as the minimum consistent with 
public confidence in the legal tenders, and 
promises soon to be worked down toa much 
lower sum, A considerable part of the gold 
taken from the Treasury last week was for ex- 
port to Europe, the total reaching neurly four 
millions, but the business figures published at 
the close showed that during the week the 
New York banks had drawn out fully six 
millions additional against the deposit of 
legal tenders (greenbacks) for an equal 
amount. Either some of the bond purchasers 
are replenishing their gold stocks from the 
Treasury, or the latter movement is signifi- 
cant of increasing financial distrust, due to 
the reports of prospects for Carlisle and other 
bad currency legislation at Washington. 

If this surmise be correct the singularly 
speedy lessening of the reserve is not so much 
a cause of business distrust as an indication 
and consequence of it, showing that the lead- 
ung financial thinkers entertain grave appre- 
hensions as to the outcome of Carlisle’s at- 
tempt at currency tinkermg in case he should 
succeed in forcing hie bill into a place on the 
statute books. And such apprehension hardly- 
could be wondered at by any man who has a 
tolerably clear idea of what is essential to 
healthy business activity. For such a thinker 
knows that confidence is a prime essential 
thereto, confidence that business investments 
would not be losing ones through instability 
of the currency or from other causes. He is 
well aware that the miserable plan pro- 
posed by the Secretary of the Treasury and in- 
dorsed by the President is calculated to upset 
that confidence in a most important particu- 
lar—namely : by raising grave doubts as to the 
stability of the currency. He sees that the 
„plan is a catering to the class which wants 
the privilege of iasuing cheap paper ‘* money,“ 
and it actually discriminates so much in their 
favor as to cut down to a minimum the in- 
ducement to natiopal banks to issue currency 
notes, though allowed to do so on the deposit 
of only about one-third of their circulation, 
and that in guvernment duebills. For the 
State bank is to be permitted to issue bills 
without even-that security given to the peo- 
ple, is to be allowed to flood the country with 
paper promises to pay, but which have no 
real redemption behind them. 

So it would not be surprising if last week's 
drain on the gold .in the Treasury were re- 
peated this week and next, and still further 
into the future, till the financial world has 
some assurance that the Carlisle bill is not to 
become a law of the land. There would beno 
occasion to wonder if an assurance that the 
measure was going through both Houses and 
to be signed by Cleveland caused an intensifi- 
cation of the drain, so that by the time the 
bill was ready to be laid before the President 
the gold stock was drawn down so low as to 
render it necessary for him to issue another 
lot of bends in order to save the country from 
a finan¢iul revulsion. 

There is, however, one cause for wonder. 
It is that the President cannot see for himself 
the inevitable consequences of enacting the 
senseless, suicidal measure prepared by Car-

upon it as one of those poison ‘“* remedies”’ 
which would do ten times more harm than

he does not perceive that the passage of this 
scheme would cause the memory of him and 
his administration to be a stench in the nos- 
trils ofall succeeding generations in other 
lands as well as in our own, It is astounding 
that he does not understand how deeply the 
debased currency which such a measure must 
bring would plunge the people of the United 
States into a slough of misery so deep that 
those held responsible for it would be ex- 
ecrated during life and leave behind them 
a record to be poluted at with loathing by 
posterity. 


JEFFERSON AND THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

It was stated in an editorial in yesterday’s 
paper that— 

The ratio of 15 to 1 undervalued gold, and as 
a result gold would not circulate. There was a 
profit in melting up the gold coins into bullion 
and disposing of it at its real commercialwalue 
in terms of silver. This unsatisfactory condition 
continued till January, 1837, when a reéxam- 
ination of the question led to the adoption of a 
new ratio—namely: That of 10 to 1. The ounce 
of gold was taken as equal in value to 16 ounces 
of silver. 

This is correct, and yet there was one fact 
omitted which will be of interest to those 
people who clamor for free coinage of silver 
because they allege it would be a return to 
the policy of Jefferson and Hamilton. 

What did Jefferson do when he was Presi- 
dent concerning the silver doliar? The 
founder of the Democratic party, whose 


name is so often on the lips of the free silver- . 


ites, ordered the stoppage of the coinage of 
the American silver dollar: Without author- 
ity of law, purely of his own motion, he 
ordered the mint officers in 1804 to stop 
making silver doliars and they obeyed him. 
From that time until the ratio was changed in 
1837 only about 1,300 silver dollars were 
coined. 

Up to the time of the issuance of this order 
only a million anda half silver dollars had 
been coined. None were made under Madi- 
son, or Monroe, or John Quincy Adams, or 
Jacksen, with the exception of a thousand 
coined in 1886. As the dollars coined prior 
to 1804 went rapidly out of circulation it fs 
no wonder that prior to 1840 they were fortu- 
nate men who saw an American silver dollar. 
Practically there was no such coin. The great 
Jefferson knocked it out. 

It may interest the free silverites to know 
why Jefferson suspended arbitrarily the coin- 
age of their pet dollar. At the time he did so 
Spanish dollars were a legal tender. Because 
of the close commercial relations between the 
United States and the West Indies the country 
was full of these coins, which formed the bulk 
of the circulating medium, A great many of 
them were badly worn or clipped and were 
dacidedly below weight. Mr. Jefferson dis- 
covered that the full-weight American dollars. 
fresh from the mint, would not circulate 
alongside of the lightweight Spanish dollars, 
which were as good for debt-payimg purposes 
as they were. | 

The American dollars were shipped out of 
the country because they were a little the best 
and the Spanish ones remained behind because 
they were the worst. The workings of Gresham's 
law were exemplified. As the American gold 
disappeared because it was worth intrinsically 
more than the silver equivalent so was the 
better silver driven out by the worse. And in 
the event of free coinage the silver would 
drive out the gold once more, That is what 
the free silverites want, however, for then, the 
country having dropped to a silver basis, they 
could pay their debts in 50-cent dollars. 

Of course dishonest men will not cease 
clamoring for free coinage, but they .ought to 
have the decency to leave Jefferson’s name 
out, Perhaps they will when they learn that 
he suspended an act of Congress and knocked 
the silver dollar on th (cad 0 effectually |

schemes. What is there in the American at- 
mosphere or soil that disposes so many of the 
inhabitants to think they can get something 
for nothing, that they can make values by a 
mere flat, and altogether dispense with the 
efforts which science and common sense alike 
tell us are necessary to production of value? 
Why cannot they accept simplicity in money 
matters, and understand that paper promises 
are good for nothing if the promises are not 


to be redeemed? Why cannot they accept a 


scheme providing that no bank notes or other 
due bills shall be allowed to be put out un- 
less they are redeemabie in hard money? And 
why is it that when we have two kinds of hard 
money so many of vur people exhibit a pref- 
erence for the inferior, the one that is. worth 
less than a thirtieth part of the other, weight 
for weight, and inzist that the inferior metal 
should be rated at twice its actual value while 
the other shall have full intrinsic, bullion 
value placed on each coin? Why should they 
be so illogivai as to prefer silver to gold, and 
not prefer copper to silver? Why should so 
many of them profess a preference for either 
coin or paper that is not worth its face, and 
discriminate against what indubitably is full 
value or will command full vaiue in any part 
of the world? 

Can it be that this is due to a prevalence of 
the gambling spirit? Does it spring froma 
desire to bring in an era of general disturb- 
ance, because ofan idea that the upheaval 
and breaking down processes would afford 
more opportunity for the reckless speculator 
to gain advantages over the rest of the com- 
munity than he would enjoy in times of gen- 
eral peace and moderate prosperity? If not 


this, what can it be? If this, how can the av- . 


erage citizen hope he would profit by genega! 
disaster in which benefit could accrue only to 
the rascals, and that at the expense of ali the 
rest? Where one speculator, one gambler, or 
one thief gains his point it is at a cost of loss 
or suffering to many. In times of trouble the 
many suffer and only a few gain. Misery is 
the rule and greater comfort the exception. 
The average citizen, and especially the 
wage-toiler, is comfortable only in times of 
peace and stability, and steadiness of the cur- 
rency is an éssential element. The National 


| Democratic platform of 1892 told the exact 


truth in the statement that the farmers and 
laboring classes are the first and most de- 
fenseless victims of unstable money anda 
fluctuating currency, and the statement is 
none the less forcible because it now is being 
ignored by some of the Democratic leaders. 
The man who has the command of capital, 
belonging to himself or others, will not em- 
ploy labor in produetion unless he can count 
with reasonable certainty on the value of the 
money he will get for the product. He would 
not pay out $110 in gold for wages and mate- 
rial in the expectation of getting 200 dollars 


which would Have a buying power equal to 


but 100 of the dollars in gold, Nor would 
he be willing to pay out 100 silver dollars, 
each having a buying power of 50 cents, if 
he expected to have to take his pay for the 
product in paper depreciated to a buying 
power of less than the silver expended by 
him. So the workingman who agitates for a 
reduction in the buying power of the currency 
unit is his own worst enemy. He is trying to 
eut the ground from under his own feet by 
lessening or destroying the confidence of the 
employer in the stability of the currency 
unit, which means destruction of the induce- 
ment to employ labor and pay its wages in 
advance of the sale of the product. It is 
passing strange the tolling masses cannot see 
this fer themselves. 

Gold is the best basis for money, and for 
promises to pay money, that we have up to 
date. If there are two mediums of redemp- 
tion they ought to stand on an exact and ab- 
solute parity, so that the redemption of a 
promise to pay in silver will be of the same 
value as would be redemption in gold. Why 
should there be any doubt as to this, or quar- 
rel about it? Why so much strife for poor 
hard money and bad soft money,“ when 
nothing is to be gained by either except to a 
few rogues? What would the people of the 
Southern States gain by being flooded with 
the cheap wildcat stuff that would come out 
in the event of Carlisie’s bill becoming a law 
without amendment? The ‘cotton growers 
would get paid for their cotton with the poor- 
est bank bills that would pass muster, those 
bills bought at a discount by the men who | 
sola the cotton to Europe for gold money, If | 
they parted with the bills immediately they 
would gain nothing by the change, and if they 
held on to the money would loss by its de- 
preciating while in their keeping.

DOUBLE OHLORIDE GOLD TREATMENT 


The Maryland Law to Provide for the Treat- 
ment of Inebriates. 
An Act to Provide for tne Treatment and 

Cure of Habitual Drunkards. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by she General As- 
sembly of Maryland that any inhabitant of 
this State who is of kin to or a friend of an 
habitual drunkard as hereinafter defined may 
petition a Judge of the Circuit Court of the 
county of the residence of said habitual 
drunkard, or a Judge of the Circuit Court of 
Baltimore City, if he reside therein, for leave 
to send such habitual drunkard at the expense 
of.the county wherein he resides, or of Balti- 
more City if he resides therein, to such insti- 
tution for the medical treatment of drunken- 
ness as defined by this act as shall show from 
a worn statement filed with the See- 
retary of State, and verified by him, the 
greatest number of cures effected for drunk- 
enness as defined by this act in the twelve 
months thereto, and which shall show in a 
similar manner the smallest per cent of re- 
lapses from among the persons so treated, 
which petition shali be verified by three rep- 
utable taxpayers of the county in which said 
habitual drunkard resides, who shall certify 
to the best of their knowledge and belief that 
said habitual drunkard is in indigent circum: 
stances and unable to pay for such treatment 
for his disease, and said petition shall be ac- 
companied by the written agreement of the 
said habitual drunkard to take such medical 
treatment as is provided by this act, and to 
obey the rules of the institution adininistering 
the same, 

Sec. 2. Upon the filing of the petition pro- 
vided for in Sec. 1 of this act, the Judges of 
the Circuit Courts of the several counties of 
this State, or of Baltimore City, as the case 
may be, shall, if satisfied that the matters and 
facts recited in the petition provided for by 
this act be true, thereupon pass an order com- 
mitting said habitual drunkard to such insti- 
tution for the medical treatment of drunken- 
ness, as defined by this act, as shall most 
completely answer and fulfill the require- 
ments of Sec. 1 of this act, provided 
said institution is located in the Stace of 
Maryland, and will agree to treat the habitual 
drunkard, payment for whom this act here- 
inafter provides, for a sum not to exceed one 
hundred dollars ($100) for all e> penses con- 
nected therewith, and the orders passed by 
such Judges of the Circuit Courts shall be 
binding upop the several counties of this 
State and the City of Baltimore, and shall be 
levied for and paid out of the general fund of 
the said counties or of Baltimore City, in 
same manner and at the same time as the 
other expenses of the said counties or City of 
Baltimore are levied for and paid. But no 
Judge of any court shall be obliged to send 
any habitual drunkard, as defined by this act, 
to any institution for the medical treatment 
of that disease a second time at the expense 
of any county in this State or the City of 
Baltimore. 

Sec. 3. The officers of the institution or in- 
stitutions to which habitual drunkards, as de- 
fined by this act, are committed by its pro- 
visions, shall become sworh officers of the 
court committing such habitual drunkards to 
their care, and shail have power to enforce 
such reasonabie rules as shali be necessary for 
the administration of treatment therein. But 
they shall receive no lee or compensation 
from any county in. this State or the City of 
Baltimore for the treatment of such habitual 
drunkards, other than the sum named. spéci- 
fied, and limited by Sec. 2 of this act. No 
Judge of any of the Circuit Courts shall, how- 
ever, be bound to accept the b:d of any insti- 
tution for the treatment of any habitual 
drunkard for a less sum than\one hundred 
dollars (8100) unless, in hie judgment, the 
best interests of the said habitual drunkard 
will be served thereby. 

Sec. 4. Notmingin this act shall at any 
time be construed asin any way abrogating, 
limiting, or abolishing the powers of Judges 
of the Circuit Courts of this State to commit 
incorrigible drunkards without their own con- 
sent to such institutions for their treatment 
and detention as they may determine to be 
necessary. Aud all portions of the act of 
1888, Chapter 71, in so far as they relate to 
said incorrigible drunkards, and which ere in 
any way in conflict with the provisions of this 
act, are hereby repealed, reénacted, and made 
of full power and effect with the provisions of 
this act. 

Sec, 5. Adrunkard as defined by this act 
shall include ull persons who use or abuse 
alcoholic, spirituous, malt, fermented, or in- 
toxicating liquors, morphia, laudanum, co- 
caine, opium, or other narcotics to such a 
degree as to deprive him or her of a reasona- 
ble degree of self-control, and this definition 
of drunkenness shall apply to and detinea 
drunkard as mentioned in and referred to by 
Chapter 71 of the 2 of 1888, repealed and 
re6uacted by Sec. 4 of this act.
